The unsatisfactory well serving five houses went out of use 
during the year, the public supply taking its place. 


The public supply was fully maintained without restriction 
all the year. 


The Council's water undertaking extends to all but 18 
occupied houses in the Urban District, and supplies are 
given to Braunston, and parts of Ashwell, Barleythorpe and 
Burley in the Rural District of Oakham, 


Almost 99% of the houses and of the population of the 

Urban District are supplied by the Council. In some cases the 
water is not laid into the houses, and in a few cases, one 

tap is shared by two or more houses. 

The number of such cases has declined during the year. 

There are no public standpipes. 


The Council has arranged for a supply of water from the 
Oakham Rural District Council's Regional Scheme when it is 
available. The Rural District Council will also relieve 
the Urban District Council of some of the Burley and Ashwell 
CONSUMETS » 


A contract has been made and the work started for improved 
softening and chlorinating plant at the Waterworks, and for 
pressure filters to be installed.

At 20 of these 28 pail closets, cither water mains or 
sewers are not available within the distance laid down in 
the Act. Some of the remaining 8 are at old houses, which 
are likely to be demolished when the housing situation is 
eased. The Council intend to lay sewers which will open 
up more land for housing and enable 8 pail closets to be 
converted and several cesspools to be abolished. 


(iv) PUBLIC CLEANSING. 


One man is engaged part time on the Refuse daiee 
The tip is kept practically free from rats and no insect 
nuisance occurs. The Council now use a 10 cubic yard 
petrol driven refuse collecting vehicle.

Except for a few half-pint bottles, all bottling is now done 
before reaching Oakham,

35 lbs. canned meat, 

200 Irish eggs, and 

31 lbs. tinned tomatoes were voluntarily surrendered 
as unfit.

There are a few ceses where houses are uncomfortably full, 
but are not overcrowded by the Standards laid down in 
the Housing Act, 1936. 


There were, (at 31st.December,1955) over 100 Oakham 
applicants for Council Houses, 35 of these are sharing 
houses with parents or others. 


There is also a pressing demand for houses from people 
outside the Urban District. 


During the year 4 Council houses and 15 private houses 
were completed. 


At the end of 1955 the Council owned 329 houses, in 
addition to 10 temporary bungalows rented from the 
Ministry, and one old house acquired in William Dalby 
Strecte
